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BERLIN, Aug. 2, by wireless to Say- 
ville.—Defeat of the entente forces 
along the Struma River on the Mace- 
donian front in Northeastern Greece was 
announced by the Bulgarian War Office 


in a statement issued yesterday at Sofia. 
The statement says the entente forces 
took flight, leaving the ground cov- 
ered with dead and that up to the time 
the statement was issued the bodies of 
more than 400 dead had heen counted. 
Large quantities of ammunition and sup- 
plies, including eight machine guns, were 
captured by the Bulgarians. 
The Bulgarian attack is proceeding 
against the Servian positions near Lake 
Ostrovo on the Macedonia front, says 
the report of the German War Office 
today. It declares the Bulgarians de- 
jfeated Servian counter attacks. 


GREEKS RESIST 
BULGARS DESPITE 
ORDER TO RETIRE 


Troops in Seres Region Are 
Being Rapidly Reinforced 


by Volunteers. | 

ATHENS, Aug. 23, via London, Aug. 
%.—Greek troops are still resisting the 
Bulgarians at Seres in Northeastern 
Greece notwithstanding the orders of 
the Yeneral staff that they retire. The 
Greeks are being reinforced rapidly by 
volunteers. . 

A news agency dispatch from Athens 
reports a successful operation by Serv- 
fan troops in the Morichovo. sector, 
sbout 60 miles northwest of Salonikl 
The Servians captured 150 yards of Bul- 
gexrian trenches near. Kaimakoalam. 

Leaders of the Liberal, or Venizelist, 
party at Saloniki are organizing volun- 
teers to aid the Greek commander at 
Seres in resisting the Bulgarians, ac- 
cording to a Reuter Saloniki dispatch. 
The dispatch adds that the commander 
has called to the colors the demobilized 
troops in his district, and according to 
the latest report, the soldiers of King 
Ferdinand are approaching Seres. 


AIRSHIP RAIDS EAST 
COAST OF ENGLAND 


British Official Statement Says 
Bombs Fell in Fields and 
Did No Damage. 


LONDON, Aug. 24.—The east coast of 
England was visited again last night 
by a hostile airship, which dropped 
bombs in the flelds, but did no damage. 
The British official statement concern- 
ing the raid says: 

“A hostile airship crossed the east 
coast shortly before midnight last night. 
“A number of incendiary and some high 
explosive bombs were dropped in open 
fields. No damage or casualties are re- 
ported. The airship went to sea again 
before 1 o'clock this morning."’

DEUTSCHLAND 1S 
MET BY CROWDS 
AT BREMEN PIER 


Submarine’s Captain a National 
Hero and Kaiser Sends 
for Him. 


ESCAPED UNDER THE SEA 


She Sailed Submerged for 100 
Miles After Departing From 
Baltimore—Bremen on Way. 


LONDON, submarine 
Deutschland, the 
mouth of the Weser yesterday, returned

home slightly damaged, according to an 
Exchange Telegraph dispatch from The 
Hague, which says this information is 


contained in a telegram from Bremen 
The members of the crew were unwill- 
ing, it adds, to give deta™& of the re- 
turn voyage. The arrival of the sub- 
marine surprised her owners, as she was 
not expected to dock within a week. 

A telegram received at Amsterdam 
from Bremen and forwarded by Reuter’s 
correspondent, says the Deutschland 
traveled 4200 miles on her homeward 
voyage. At the beginning the sea was 
tempestuous, but later it became more 
calm. The Deutschland proved to bs 
able to navigate the stormy seas ex- 
cellently. Her engines worked faultless- 
ly. No icebergs were passed on the 
journey. 

Neutrality Was Enforced, 

The American Government, says the 
dispatch, acted in a correct manner as 
a neutral, rigorousiy enforcing respect 
for its frontier from British and French 
warships by the employment of its own 
men-of-war. After a British cruiser en- 
tered Chesapeake Bay at night, ever. 
more effective measures were taken to 
enforce nutrality. No less than eight 
British warships, it is said, were on 
the alert, surrounded by numerous smal!! 
American vessels which had been char- 
tered for the purpose of stretching nets 
and obtaining inforination as to the 
movements of the Deutschland. Never- 
theless the submarine succeeded in de- 
parting undetected. A distance of 100 
miles was traversed under water with- 
out difficulty. 

The Deutschland called at Heligoland 
for a few hours yesterday morning, 
stopping long enough to give her sea- 
men a chance to stretch their legs and 
obtain a first-class meal. News of her 
coming was telegraphed to Bremen, 
and a great crowd gathered at the 
docks and gave her a hearty welcome 
when she arrived last night. 


Bremen Said to Have Started. 
The departure for America a week 
ago of the German submarine Bremen 
is reported in a dispatch from Bremen 
as forwarded from The Hague by the 
Exchange Telegraph Co. It is said the 
owners of the Deutschland and the Bre- 
men received word seven days ago of the 
progress being made by.the Deutsch- 
land on her return voyage and that it 
was not until they had obtained this 
information that they permitted the Bre- 
men to depart. 

The Deutschland toqk the same route 
on both hg voyages, the dispatch says. 
returning to Germany by the North Sea. 
Capt. Paul Koenig of the Deutschland 
is being feted as a national hero and has 
been summoned to Emperor William's 
headquarters to report on his voyage. 
The Bremen is well on her way, ac- 
cording to a dispatch from Copenhagen, 
The dispatch says Alfred Lohmann, 
head of the Ocean Navigation Co., 
which owns the Bremen, asserts he has 
received a message from the submarine 
and that it will arive in America in a 
few days.

Deutschland Anchors at Mouth of 
Weser River. 

BERLIN, by wireless to Sayville, Aug. 
2%.—The merchant submarine Deutsch- 
land arrived at the mouth of the Weser 
yesterday, according to the Overseas 
News Agency. 

The agency says the Deutschland ar- 
rived in the afternoon and anchored be- 
fore the mouth of the river. All on 
board were well. 

The Vossische Zeitung publishes an in- 
terview with Capt. Paul Koenig of the 
Deutschland, who expressed appreciation 
of the attitude of the United States 
Government in taking every necessary 
measure to prevent violation of neutral- 
ity in connection with the departure of 
the submarine. 


The Deutschland arrived at Baltimore 
from Bremen on July 9 with a cargo of 
dyestuffs and mails. She left Baltimore 
on her return journey on Aug. 1 with a 
cargo of rubber and metal. 


Kaiser Sends Congratulationg to 
Builders and Crew of Deutsch- 
land. 
AMSTERDAM, Aug. 24.—According to 
a dispatch received here today from 
Berlin, Emperor William has sent the 
following telegram to the owners of the 
submarine Deutschland: 
“With sincere pleasure I have just 
received news of the safe return of 
the submarine liner Deutschland. iI 
heartily congratulate the owners and 
builders of the vessels and the brave 
seamen under Koenig's command." 
The message also expressed the in- 
tention of the Emperor to bestow deo- 
orations on members of the Deutsch- 
land's personnel.

GOVERNOR COMES 
HERE TO SETTLE 
M'PHEETERS GASE 


Interrupts Vacation at Northern 
Lakes to Pass on Removal of 
Police Cammissioner. 


TO GIVE OUT STATEMENT 


Refuses to Say Whether Painter 
Acted With His Knowledge 
or Approval. 


Gov. Major came back to Missouri 
this morning, for one day only, he 
said, in an effort to straighten out the 
muddle cause by Lieutenant-Governor 
Painter’s demand for Samuel B. Mc- 
Pheeters’ resignation as president of 
the Board of Police Commissioners. 

McPheeters, after a conference with 
the Governor in the morning, announced 
that he was ‘“‘still on the job” as presi- 
dunt of the Police Board. But he would 
not say for how lIong. 

Acting Governor Fainter, who stayed 
a. the Planters, awaiting developments, 
since las Friday has taken the position 
that he had fired McPheeters, but the 
Cer mmissioner insisted that he would not 
be fired by anybody but Gov. Major, who 
appointed him. 

Both the Governor and McPheeters 
promised statements later in the day. 

To Stay Only One Day. 

It was evident the Governor was de- 
termined to settle the police muddle 
during the day, for he told reporters 
that he had come back from the North- 
ern lakes in the midst of his outing on 
account of the police situation, and 
that he expected to spend only one, day’ 
here, when he would hasten back North, 
as he still had a week of his vacation 
coming. 

The Governor arrived in Union Sta- 
tion on a train from Chicago at 7:45 a. 
m. He was met by Excise Commission- 
er Rumsey and by Police Commission- 
er Thompson. These appointees were 
not with him when, a few minutes aft- 
erward, a Post-Dispatch reporter found 
him seated on a stool in the station 
lunchroom. 

Gov. Major was asked whether he had 
known about Painter’s plan to remove 
McPheeters. Although usually easy of 
approach, the Governor was curt and 
rather testy. He said he would make 
a statement later, after he had talked 
over the situation with his secretary 
and others. 

Major Calls on McPheeters. 
Later the Governor called at Mc- 
Pheeters’ law office, in the Central Na- 
tional Bank Building, but McPheeters 
was not in. After 10 o’clock the Gov- 
ernor rode to the building in Police 
Commissioner Thompson’s auto. He re- 
mained in the machine, on Olive street, 
opposite the Central National Bank 
Building, while Thompson went up t» 
McPheeters’ office to summon him to a 
conference with the Governor. 
McPheeters took a seat alongside 
the Governor in the machine, and 
Commissioner Thompson waited near- 
by. They talked earnestly for sev- 
eral minutes, and at times the Gov. 
ernor gesticulated emphatically. 
McPheeters, after the conference. 
walked toward Fourth and Olive 
streets, with the statement that ne 
was still on the police board, and 
would have a statement to make 
later. At the same time the Gover- 
nor also promised a statement later. 
The Governor interrupted his consid- 
eration of police affairs to visit a tai- 
lor, in the Commercial Building, and 
get a new suit. When he arrived at 
Union Station he was modishly dressed 
in a brown sack suit, with purple tie 
and straw hat. But when he emerged 
from the tailor shop he wore a black 
cutaway suit and black fedora hat. 
From the tailor shop the Governor 
weht to Commissioner Thompson's of. 
fice, in the Pierce Building, and at noon 
had been in a conference there almost 
two hours. 

By virtue of his presence in the State, 
Major becomes the head of the State 
Government, and Painter is again Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, with no further power 
over the State boards, so long as Major 
remains in Missourl. 

Rumsey, on his return to St. Louis 
last night, denied the truth of a state- 
ment made by one of his friends sev- 
eral days ago that four days prior to 
Lieutenant-Governor Painter’s demand 
for President McPheeters’ resignation, 
Rumsey introduced C. C. Butler to him 
as St. Loufs’ next Police Commissioner. 
Rumsey also denied that he had met 


Lieutenant-Governor Painter in St. 
Louls a few days before the Police 
Board change was announced. It has 


been reported that Rumsey acted as 
the representative of Gov. Major in 
negotiations with Lieutenant-Governor 
Painter which led to an agreement to 
appoint Butler. The Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor in an interview with a Post-Dispatch 
reporter several days ago denied that 
he had conferred with the Governor by 
telephone, telegraph or letter, but 
evaded a question as to whether he had 
ecnferred with a third person rep- 
resenting the Governor.

These proposals were communicated | 
today by Commissioner Chambers of 
the Federal Board of Mediation to 
the representatives of the men who 
apparently regarded them favorably. 
Jvdge Chambers” then reported to 
President Wilson and a subcommittee 
of railroad executives was summoned 
to the White House. 

None of them would say afterward 
whether President Wilson reported 
the men would accept the proposals 
but it was said that some encourage- 
ment was felt as a result of the nego- 
tiations. 

President Wilson is understood to 
feel some sympathy for the counter- 
demands of the railroads and not 
averse to having the men accept them. 
It is expected, however, that 4 vote 
of the 640 labor representatives here 
must vVe taken before they can re- 
ceive the necessary indorsement. 

In the meantime the executives will 
continue their conferences among 
themselves and another White House 
visit may be made later. 

Hale Holden of the Burlington, Dan- 
fel Willard of the Baltimore & Ohio 
and Robert Lovett of the Union Pacific 
forined the subcommittee which saw the 
President. 

Walker D. Hines, chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the Santa Fe, 
issued a statement today attacking 
President Wilson's plan and character- 
izing it as preposterous.

Establish the eight-hour day prin- 
ciple by legisiation. 

Pass measures clearing the way for 
Government ownerghip of raliroads.

DAYMEN REJECT CENTRAL EMPIRES 


PROPOSAL; 10 fin 
STRIKE BREARERS 


Their Attorney Declares Negoti- 
ations With the Strikers Are 
at an End. 


Dairy proprietors, meeting this morn- 
ing at 1808 Biddle street, rejected a 
three-alternative proposat for the settle- 
ment of the milk wagon drivers’ strike 
submitted to them by the strikers 
through Father Timothy Dempsey. Tue 
public has now been for 17 days without 
retail milk delivery. 

W. R: Schneider, attorney for the dal- 
rymen, said in announcing their rejec- 
tion of the strikers’ proposal, that they 
would henceforth devote their time and 
efforts to resuming delivery of milk, 
and that negotiations with the strikers 
are at an end. He said strikeb.eakers 


| would be put on the delivery waguns. 


The dairies, in their efforts at delivery, 
thus far, have used employes from 
other branches of their establishments. 

The three plans, any one of which 
the strikers announced themselves will- 
ing to accept, were worked out last 
night in a conference between union of- 
| ficilals and Father Dempsey. They were 
| a) a wage scale of $16 a week and 4 
per cent corimission on all sales; (2) 
a wage scale based, like the old one, 
on the point system, with $16 a week 
and a commission of one cent a point 
on all sales over 5300 points a month; 
(3) arbitrations of the strikers’ original 
demands. 


Offered Men 815 a Week. 
The old wage scale was $14 a week and 


1 cent(a point on all sales over 6700 
points a month. In practice, a point 
averages about 8 cents, so that the 
system meant 12% per cent commissioa 
on monthly sales exceeding $466. The 
original demand of the strikers was for 
$18 a week and 6 per cent on all sales. 
The dairymen, in the conference which 
ended Tuesday evening, offered the men 
($15 a week and 2 per cent on all sales, 
but the men declared that this, for many 
ot. them, would be a reduction rather 
than an increase. 

The union officials said, after sub- 
mitting their proposal, that if it were 
rejected the union would carry on the 
fight to a finish. Attorney Schneider 
said the dairymen considered the pro- 
posal for about an hour, and gave at- 
| tention chiefly to the second offer of a 
$1€ wage scale and a revised point sys- 
tem. He estimated that this plan would 
add $83,000 a year to the payrolls of the 
nine dairies. 

The St. Louis Dairy Co. this afternvon 
filed an injunction suit against the offi- 
cials of the milk drivers’ and teamsters’ 
unions, asking that they be restrained 
from picketing its establishinents or in- 
| terfering with its employes or c¢usto- 
| mers, It states that its business a'nounts 
to $1,000,000 a vear, and that it iias $250,- 
| 000 invested in the business. 

The suit is similar to the one fled 
yesterday afternoon by the Grafeman 
Dairy Co., which came up this morn- 
{ing before Circuit Judge Anderson. He 
issued an order that the union officials 
should appear next Tuesday, and show 
cause why an injunction should not be 
| granted. 

Judge Anderson set the case for a 
' hearing in division 14, over which Judge 
| Cave presides, but said he himself 
would probably conduct the hearing, 
Attorney Charles J. Anderson, who ap- 
| peared for the defendants, asked that 
no temporary restraining order be is-

READY FOR HOSTILE 
MOVE BY RUMANIA 


Berlin Believes Efforts to Ap- 
pease Balkan State Are 
at an End, 


BERLIN, via London, Aug. 24.—Gov- 
ernment circles here, though none too 
optimistic, view the Rumanian situation 
calmly, taking the attitude that it ‘s 
Fiumania’s next move. The feeling is 


that the central Powars have done ev- 
erything possible te meet Rumania’s 
views, and that Rumania, in persisting 
in the course desired by the entente 
»nd-her own expansionist party, will 
find the central Powers ready, in which 
event 1t is to oe expected every effort 
will be made to tnsure that the new war 
theater is on Rumanian soil. 

Information from Vienna indicates 
that the Austro-Hungarian Governmert, 
bearirg in mind the results of the néego- 
tiations concerning Italy’s claims before 
that nation entered the war, has been at 
no time disposed to offer Rumania sim- 
ilar concessions for fear that this avain 
would be mistaken for a sign of weak- 
Hess. 

At this moment thete ts not discerri- 
Me the slightest effort to pérsuade Ru- 
mania taking any other course than one 
dué to her oWn Initiative. The latest 
dispatch from Bucharest indicates a 
further cooling off of the war fever. 


Hungarian Papers Preparing Public 
for Rumanian War Entran« 

LONDON, Aug. 24.—The Hungarian 
newspapers are being flooded with pessi- 
mistic information ¢oncerning Rumania 
which is absorbing the public, accord- 
ing to a Budapest dispatch to the Morn- 
ing Post. The Hungarian public be- 
lieves, says the dispatch, that the liberty 
they enjoy at the hands of the censor 
is designed to prepare thé people for 
the worst. 

The military expert of the Pesti-Naplo 
says: 

“The entry of Rumania into the war 
wili not at first uffect the military situ- 
ativf® in the Balkans, for the Rumanians 
will have to adhere to the united strat- 
egic plan of the allies and will not be 
permitted to go straight for Transylva- 
nia, Dobrudja and Bulgaria will be their 
immediate aim. Five hundred thousand 
cr 600,000 men of the Humanian army 
are not the chief factors for the consid- 
eration of the central Powers, but 
rather the problems presented by thu 
new territory which the Rusians will 
be allowed to use freely in the invasion 
of Hungary.’’ 

Meanwhile, the anxious hours are not 
being spent in idleness in Trarsylvania, 
whence every ablebodied man suspected 
of Rumanian sympathies is being shift- 
‘ed to other parts of the country. The 
Rumanian newspapers in Transylvania 
are under the strictest control, and Ru- 
manian priests and churches are under 
military supervision. All along the Ru- 
manian frontier the military forces have 
been reinforced, defenses strengthened 
and every precaution taken against Ru- 
manian intervention.

French Report Progress in Balkan 
Oftensiv 

PARIS, Aug. %4.—'The Prensh War Of- 
fice this afternoon gave out an official 
announcement today on the operations 
in the Saloniki reading as follows:

allied armies the enemy is entrenching 
himself on the left bank of the River 
Struma and on both sides of the. high- 
way to Seres. Between the Struma and 
the upper valley of the Moglenica Anglo- 
French forces have repulsed without 
trouble sevéral attempts of the enemy 
to recapture the positions occupied by 
Anglo-French forces north of Palmes; 
in the sector of Doiran, and In the di- 
rection of Ljumnica. 
“Along the entire mountainous front 
west of the Moglenica, Servian troops 
are Géveloping an offensive. On the 
extreme left they have reoccupied as 4 
result of a vigorous counter attack, Hill 
1506, five kilometers (three miles) north- 
west of Ostrovo Lake, which position 
they lost on the morning of Aug. 23.” 


Russiaas Re Attecks in the 
64 Region, 


PETROGRAD, A Aug. & — Teutonic 
forces have begun determined attacks 
against the Russians who recently 
forced their way across to the west 
bank of the Stokhod in the vicinity of 
Rudka-Chorvieche, northeast of Kovel. 
According to today’s announcement by 
the War Office, the attcking columns 
which opened their offenéive yesterday 
afternoon on the Russian positions near 
Tobdol, in this sector, were repulsed by 
the Russian fire. The official statement 
also says:

of No Interest to Allies 
Greek Integrity 


By Frank H. Simonds. 
XACTLY as in the case of the 
Italian expedition to Saloniki, it 
is the political rather than mili- 
tary ‘aspect of the Bulgarian advance 
upon Kavala that claims first atten- 
tion. Were the allies contemplating an 
attack upon Bulgaria, and ultimately 
upon Turkey*™ by the coast of the Aeg- 
ean, the occupation of the Drama and 
Kavala districts of Greece by the Bul- 
gars would have a real military im- 
portance, but no such attack is under 
consideration. The allies are bending 
all their energies to get north, not 
east. And it may be recalled that in 
1913, at the time of the second Balkan 
war, the victories of the Greeks north 
and west of Kavala, the success at Kil-| 
kis and the capture of Seres which 
seems today again menaced from the 
west, determined a Bulgar retirement 
from the district between the Struma 
and Mesta Rivers. 


But on the political side the value to 
the Bulgarians of Kavala is plain. To 
understand the Bulgarian mind it is 
necessary to go back to the treaty of 
San Stefano, when’ Russia, having de- 
feated the Turk, created that Greater 
Bulgaria which was destroyed by the 
subsequent Congress of Berlin, but re- 
mained in ge heart of every Bulgar 
the definite prophecy for his nation’s 
future. By the treaty of San Stefano 
Bulgaria received all the territory be- 
tween the Mesta and the Struma, in- 
cluding Kavala. She received also all 
of Macedonia, up to the frontiers of 
Servia, as they existed before the first 
Balkan -war. In addition she received 
Nish, Pirot and Vranja, which were al- 
loted to the Servians at Bertin. 


Partition of Macedonia. 
In the First Balkan War Bulgaria and 
Servia made an ante-bellum agreement 


partitioning Macedonia. Servia received 
Skoplie (Uskub) and the territory north 
of a line drawn from the old Servo-Bul- 
garian frontier north of Kustendil to 
Lake .Ochrida. Bulgaria received the 
rest of Macedonia, including the towns 
of Veiles, Monastir, Ochrida and Istib. 
No arrangement was made before the 
war between the Greek and Bulgar, 
and in consequence there was a race 
between the two both for Saloniki and, 
for Kavala. Greece won both, but in 
the negotiations that followed Venizelos 
wisely consented to cede to Bulgaria the 
territory east of the Struma, the dis- 
tricts of Drama -and Kavala. 


For the Bulgarians the value of Ka- 
vala is plain. It is the only possible 
port for all of Western Bulgaria. It 
is situated directly south of Sofia, and 
down the Struma Valley a _ railroad 
could be constructed from Kustendil. 
the present rail head, giving Bulgaria 
a commercial outiet. Kavala is the only 
real harbor along this shore. Dedea- 
gatch, now Bulgarian, is but an open 
roadstead, and it is connected with Bul- 
garia by a railraod which runs along 
the edge of the fortifications of Adrian- 
ople. In point of fact, it ran through 
Turkish territory until the eve of the 
present conflict, when Bulgaria received 
the strip of Turkish territory west of 
the Maritza as a price for joining the 
central Powers. 

When Bulgaria decided, spurred on by 
Austria, to attack the Serbs and Greeks 
in the Second .Balkan War, her armies 
were driven out of the Drama and Ka- 
vala*districts by the Greeks and out of 
all Macedonia by the Serbs. At the 
treaty of Bucharest she lost all of Ma- 
cedonia, and in agdition Greek posses- 
sion of Kavala and Drama,was con- 
firmed. As the Turks took back Adri- 
anople, Bulgaria was thus cut off from 
any real access to the sea, and of her 
conquests in the First Balkan War she 
preserved little but the shore of the Ae- 


| gean between the mouths of the Ma- 


ritza and the Mesta. 
Present Aims of Bulgaria. 

It was to réstore her situation that 
Bulgaria entered the present war. -D 
her campaign against Servia she con- 
quered, with German and Austrian aid, 
all of Macedonia and occupied all the 
territories which had been assigned to 
her by the treaty of San Stefano, save 
only for the regions assigned to Greece 
at the treaty of Bucharest. But al! of 
these territories did not suffice, because 
Bulgaria was still excluded from an 
Aegean port and Bulgar eyes had been 
firmly fixed upon Saloniki and Kavala. 

Venizelos, rightly recognizing that 
Bulgaria meant to have the two Greek 
towns, endeavored to persuade his King 
in 1915 to stand with the Serbs and fulfill 
their agreement of 1913. But Constan- 
tine, wholly under Teutonic influence and 
expecting the victory of the centra) 


Powers, declined. He had the guarantes 
of his brother-in-law, the Kaiser, that 


Greece would not be deprived of any 
territory by the Bulgars and that ‘he 
central Powers would stay their advance 
at the Greek frontier. 

For a time this situation did prevail. 
But now it is plain that the Bulgars 
have made the oceupation of Kavala 
one of the conditions of remaining in 
the war. In othér words Bulgaria, rec- 
ognizing that she will have to bear 
the brunt of thé allied offensive in the 
Balkans, has demanded that she be per- 
mitted to occupy Kavala and thus com- 
plete the work of restoring the Greater 
Bulgaria of the treaty of San Stefano. 


And the central Powers have had, per- 
furcé, to consent. 


As for the allies, they are not in the 
least concerned about the Kavala dis- 
trict. If the Greeks do not desire to 
defend it for themselves then the Bul- 
gars May occupy it so far as Paris, 
London or Petrograd are concerned. 
But the position of King Constantine is 
réndered exceedingly difficult by the 
Bulgarian action. His own countrymen 
upheld him when he declined to sup- 
port Venizelos in,a bargain with the 
Bulgarians, engineered by the allies last 
summer, by which Greece would cede 
the Kavala and Drama districts to Bul- 
garia and receive the allied promise to 
have Smyrna and the western shore of 
Asia Minor after the war. This was a 
portion of Sir Edward Grey's preposter- 
ous scheme to restore the Balkan Alli- 
ance, which he had himself wrecked at 
the conference of London in 1912, when 
he accepted the Austrian plan for Al- 
bania. 

Now Bulgaria is taking possession of 
the Kavala region, where Bulgarian 
atrocities in the Second Balkan War 
called forth the famous public declara- 
tion of King Constantine himself. He 
has the pledge of the Kaiser that the 
occupation will be tempofary, but his 
own countrymen will not eredit this 
pledge because they know of the long 
Rtanding determination of the Bulgar 
and they récognize that Bulgaria will 
henceforth be able to make its own 
terms with thé central Powers. 

Venizelos Fears Materialized. 

Thus, on the éve Of a general election 
in Greece King Constantine is being 
very seriously handicapped by the ac- 
tion of the Bulgars. What Venizelos 
forecaSt has now taken place. It has 
taken place with the connivance of Con- 
stantine, who has ordered the Greek 
troops in the Kavala district to retire 
before the Bulgarian invader, and a con- 
siderable portion of Hellenic territory is 
now actually in Bulgar hands, territory 
that the Bulgar has long claimed and 
after the second Balkan war swore to 
reconquer. 

On the other hand, the coming of the 
Italian raises an equally difficult ques- 
tion. It was Italian opposition that com- 


pelled Greece to forego the annexation

British, French, Italian and Servian 
troops, with little help from Austria and 
Germany, may be willing, for money — 
considerations, also to change her align- 
ment, even at the cost of the surrender — 
of Monastir and Skoplie.

Republicans Follow Lead of 
Democrats in Not Touching 
on the Subject. 


STRONG HOME RULE PLANK 


G. O. P. Declaration Condemns 
Major Administration for Po- 
lice and Excise Conditions. 


The Republican State convention of 
candidates at Jefferson City, yesterday, 
following the lead of the Democratic 
convention, ignored the liquor questior 
but adopted a strong home rule for tie 
cities plank, and strongly condemned 
the Democratic administration for ma 
nipulation of the Police, Excise rd 
Election boards of the cities for partiszr 
or factional advantage. 

Neither former Supreme Judge Henry 
Lamm, the Republican nominee for Guv- 
ernor, nor Frederick D. Gardner, ine 
Democratic candidate, wanted the liquor 
question brought up as an issue in the 
campaign. The experience of both in 
the primary election was such as to 
cause them to wish to have the ques- 
tion dropped from political discussion. 
Both Lamm and Gardner were attacked 
during the campaign as being ‘‘wets,’’ 
although neither candidate, either by 
his own declaration, or by his record, 
took any stand for or against either 
side in the wet and dry controversy. 


Major Administration Attacked. 
The strong features of the Republican 


platform were its attacks upon the 
present Democratic administration, 
which is in such bad odor with the Dem- 
ocratic party.that only one candidate in 
any Way connected with it was nominat- 
ed. The Democratic convention, despite 
this fact, inserted a paragraph in its 
platform unreservedly indorsing’ the 
wise administration of Gov. Major. 
However, -there is little disposition 
among the Democratic leaders to offer 
any defense of the present administra- 
tion, so far as the campaign is con- 
cerned, and it is generally talked among 
Democrats that State Auditor John P. 
Gordon, who was renominated, will have 
to stand alone in defense of the admin- 
istration. 

The Republican platform declared that 
the only relief to be expected from the 
conditions at Jefferson City, of which 
s0 much- complaint has been made, is 
to elect the Republican State ticket. It 
is charged in the platform that the 
Democratic administration has bungled 
the financial affairs of the State to such 
an extent that the State is facing vir- 
tual bankruptcy. Many of the State in- 
stitutions, it is charged, scantily subsis- 
upon borrowed money or funds doled 
out by the Governor. 

The Republicans were unaple to get 
exact figures as to the financial condi- 
tion of the State, but they charged up 
numerous extravagances against the 
present State officials, and a reckless 
disregard of the interests of the State 
in the matter of enormous over-appro- 
priation. 

The Republicans specifically pledged 
their candidates to the adoption of a 
budget system, which will prevent over- 
appropriation. The Democrats. also 
made a declaration on this subject, but 
it was not so specific as that of the 
Republicans. The Republicans’ also 
pledged themselves to create a general 
board of control for tne eleemosynary 
institutions, which, it was charged, have 
‘been shamefully managed by the Dem- 
ocrats. 

A specific plédge was also made for 
the adoption of the merit system in the 
public service of the State, and to the 
establishment of economy and efficiency 
in the State government, so that it shall 
be administered in the interest of the 
whole.people, instead of any political 
party. 

Plank for Home Rule, 

The platform declarea in favor of re- 
districting the congressional, State sen- 
atorial and legislative districts so that 
all parties will have an equal opportuni- 
ty, to a program of good roads building, 
river improvement, reformation of court 
procedure, home rule, rural credits, re- 
vision of the, primary and general elec- 
tion laws, revision of the dairy laws, 
and for a new State Constitution. 

There was some reluctance on the 
part of the Republicans to take a stand 
for a new Constitution, on account of 
the manner in which the senatorial dis- 
tricts are Ikid out. As a constitutional 
‘convention would be comprised of two 
members from each senatorial district, 
the Republicans asserted under the pres- 
ent plan of districting their party would 
be at a disadvantage in the matter of 
electing delegates to the constitutional 
convention. Lamm wrote a section of 
the platform declaring that the new 
Constitution should be framed as a non- 
partisan instrument, and that submis- 
vide equitable and just representation 
sion should be made in a form to pro- 
to all parties in framing the document. 

Nearly all of the candidates left Jef- 
ferson City before the platform was 
finally adopted, but all of the State 
candidates went over it carefully be- 
fore it was submitted to the convention. 
Judge Lamm carefully revised it. Many 
of the declarations on State issues rep- 
resent his ideas.

We declare that our State Govern- 
‘ ment now is in the hands of a sel- 
fish political machine, who care 
nothing for the wishes or opinion 
of the people of this State, or of 
the rank and file of the party to 
which they belong, and who serve 
nobody but themselves. They have 
devoted their whole thought and ef- 
fort for years to perpetuating their 
hold upon power and to creating 
new offices and commissions with 
fat salaries and their families and 
retainers, payable out of the State 
treasury or supported by official 
fees imposed upon honest industry 
and business, or wWrung from the 
general public, while at the same 
time the legitimate charges of gov- 
erment and of public education and 
State wardenship are not met, and 
bankruptcy threaiens the financial 
administration of the fifth State in 
the Union in population and wealth 
of natura] resources. These condi- 
tions have become intolerable. The 
present Democracic administration 
is thoroughly discredited and a 
change is imperatively demanded; 
nor does the ticket of the Demo- 
cratic party, recently nominated, 
effer any promise of relief to the 
voters of the State. 


We condemn the present adminis- 
tration for the iniquitous conduct of 
the State institutions. Our charitable 
and penal institutions and the po- 
lice forces in some of our cities 
have been prostituted to the poli- 
tical fortunes of the Democratic ma- 
chine. Wanton waste, extravagance, 
nepotism and inefficiency have been 
the rule throughout the State. We 
pledge our candidates to the reform 
of such conditions, to the establish- 
ment of a General Board of Control 
of our eleemosyniry inetitutions to 
the adoption of the merit system in 
the public service of the State, and 
to the establishment of economy and 
efficiency in the State Government, 
so that it shall be administered in 
‘the interests of the whole people, 
rather than any political party. 


We declare in tavor of the adoption 
of the budget system, under which 
anticipated. revenues may be com- 
puted, the necessary amount re- 
quired for all State expenditures as- 
certained, and appropriations kept 
within the limits of available reve- 
nue; but we also declare that the 
absence of a budget system does not 
excuse the Democratic party for the 
present deplorable condition of the 
State’s finances, resulting from Dem- 
ocratic mismanagement.

We favor home rule for the large 
cities of Missouri, both because it igs 
a fundamental American right and 
because the present system may be 
and has been used for factional and 
partisan purposes, to thwart the will 
of the voters elsewhere in the State.

AVIATORS READ 
AND SMOKE WIEN 
ON SCOUT DUTY 


“Stabilization Gives Leisure to 
Realize Our Danger,”’ Says 
Englishman. 


LONDON, Aug. 24.—The hardest part 
about flying in the war is the think- 
ing what a flying man has to do. Here’s 
the idea in an English flying man’s 
own words: 

‘There isn’t enough to keep a man’s 
| mind busy in the air since the war 
has developed the aeroplane. In the 


old days of the aeroplane there were 
sO many things a man had to watch 
that he didn’t have time to worry 
about what might happen to him. But 
in these days sitting in your machine 
is about like sitting on a log wait- 
ing for something to happen. 

“We don’t have to use our hands as 
we used to. There is only one lever, 
and you don’t have to watch that very 
closely. You can fiy for hours with- 
out having your hand on it. You can 
write or read or smoke and unless you 
touch the lever to change its position 
you will fly along at thé same level 
indefinitely owing to the self stabili- 
zation of the machine. 

Look Down; Watch Shells. 

“So, with your attention only mildly 
occupied, you keepirg looking down over 
the edge to see what's hapening. You 
get to watching the wires and won- 
dering what would happen if a bullet 
cut one of them. You look at the 
frail all {trons and consider how frail 
they really are. Shrapnel is break- 
ing below you and around you, per- 
raps. That’s a daily occurrence. 
There’s no use trying to dodge it, for 
by doing so you may only run into it. 

“So there you sit imagining all sorts 
of horrible possibilities. You've been 
told to go to a certain place and 
then return. Your route is all laid 
out for you and your duties are so 
simple and easy that while you're 
performing them you have a thousand 
times too much spare time for thought 
and worry. As for myself, I'd much 
rather have the aeroplane a less sim- 
ple affair, just to have my attention 
occupied. An imagination is a curse 
to a flyer.” 

And then there’s the problem of the 
whirling compass. 

An airman flies into a cloud; sud- 
denly the finger of his compass be- 
gins to whirl around like a clock 
gone mad. Scientists say it doesn’t 
whirl, but so many English airmen 
have had the experience that even the 
scientific men are wondering whether 
the phenomenon isn’t worth studying. 

The Whirling Compass. 

Here’s a flying man’s side of it: 
““My compass finger has whirled like 
a top when I have gone into a cloud. 
It’s enough to turn you demented. It's 
bad enough, goodness knows, to be lost 
in a cloud, but to have your compass 
g0 back on you at the same time is too 
much. Our scientific instructors tell us 
that the compass doesn’t change but

that we lose our heads when we get 
into the mist and change our courses 
without realizing it, so that the com- 
pass indicator changes naturally. 

“But in some clouds your compass 
doesn’t change. It remains as steady 
as it was in the sunshine.- Why should 
a flier jiggle his course unknowingly 
in one cloud and not in another? My 
opinion is that there are certain kinds 
of clouds that are charged with elec- 
tricity. In such clouds your com- 
pass goes crazy. In other words, where 
electricity is not present, your com- 
pass behaves itself.’’ 

How High the Clouds? 
How far are the clouds above the 
earth? 
As high above as we wish to climb. 
But the chief question with a flying man 
is how low the clouds are. A _ crack 
English flier told the correspondent 
something about low clouds. 
*‘You may be walking along the street 
on a heavy day and, looking up, may 
think that the clouds are miles. high. 
As a matter of fact they may be only 
200 or 300 feet above you. That’s the 
kind of a day that the airman dreads. 
I've been lost In a cloud in France and 
come down out of it only to find myself 
fiying around among the church steeples 
of a French town, with good chances of 
killing myself. 
“In a cloud you never can tell whether 
you're over the enemy’s lines. You may 
ccme right down onto his trenches be- 
fore you know it. Clouds, the low kinds, 
are the most deadly things we have to 
fear.” 
The Old U. 8. Machines. 

This same flying man drew a photo- 
graph from his locker and showed a 
likeness of himself sitting in an aero- 
plane such as fliers used in the United 
States in, say, 1912. With this aeroplane 
the flier at Los Angeles had flown over 
a moving freight train and a movie hero 
had dropped from the aeroplane to the 
top of a boxcar. 
“You couldn't get me into such a ma- 
chine as that now," he sald: “I've gone 
through all sorts of experiences on the 
English front, but as I look back at it 
now, I was always in more danger fly- 
ing in that old machine of mine itn the 
United States than I have ever been 
flying over the front. I don’t see how 
we ever dared fly in the contraptions we 
had then.”’ 
And he had been a star filer with the 
Moissant troop that first showed flying 
to the American people. He's a British 
fiying Captain now, so his name sonnet 
be used.

GERMAN SOCIALIST 
AYS COUNTRY CAN 
NEVER Be CRUSHED 


Dr. Sudekum Asserts War May 
Go to Last Man Without 
Being Decided. 


PARIS, Aug. 24.—Antonio Munoz of the 
Heraldo of Madrid, being a neutral, has 
been visiting Germany and made a spe- 
cial point of studying the role of the 
Socialist deputies, as he had found it 
difficult to reconcile their attitude pre- 
vious to the war with their attitude 
since. Dr. Sudekum received him in a 
room in the Reichstag. Munoz thus re- 
ports the prominent Socialist: 

“You cannot imagine the enormous 
amount of work thrown on Parliament 
by the prolongation of the war. Ger- 
many had organized everything for the 
diplomatic tension of the preceding two 
years had forced us to be ready for the 
eventualities of war at an early date. 
Nevertheless, and I do not believe there 
is any reason for concealing it, the 
duration of hostilities has surpassed the 
calculation of the most pessimistic of 
my countrymen. The blockade has seri- 
ously embarrassed us and although we 
are by no means dead yet, the Gov- 
ernment, on the announcement of the 
tightening of the blockade, was obliged, 
according to that excellent characteris- 
tic of method which belongs to our race, 
to take up a question which if we al- 
lowed ourselves to be surprised might 
result in victory losing its route and 
in our being forced to sign a shameful 
peace. 

Says Views Are Unchanged. . 

““‘My political ideas have not changed; 
I am still decided to collaborate as far 
as I possibly can to re-establish peace, 
but I cannot accept Germany’s being 
crushed by a country like England.” 

To a direct question whether he con- 
sidered England the cause of the Euro- 
pean war, Sudekum gave an indirect 
reply. 

‘“Suppose,’’ he said, ‘“‘that a people has 
been pushed into war by the expansive 
force of its race and the needs of its 
commerce, should a sin of imprudence 
interdict us from striving for an equita- 
ble peace?’’ 

To another direct question r-hether he 
admitted that might comes before right, 
Sudekum replied that there are questions 
that it is useless to discuss under pres-- 
ent circumstances. The chief impression 
left on the interviewer was the strength 
of German hatred to England. England 
had come to be looked upon in Germany 
as almost an ally, and in the beginning 
of the war the press repeated with sat- 
isfaction how many English Ministers or 
great personalities were good Germano- 
philes. 


No Hatred for France 
As regards France, Sudekum said, “We 


have no hatred against France and as 
there is talk of peace, why not say so? 
Yes, we want peace.” 

Then, after a short silence, he con- 
tinued. ‘“‘But even if we admit that we 
are tired of war, could we be expected to 
surrender Alsace-Lorraine? The French 
are crazy. If they want to take back 
these two provinces they will have to 
conquer them at the point of the bay- 
onet. 

“So far, no one can say that we have 
been conquered. I, as a German, have 
confidence in the great resources of our 
industry. The intervention of neutral 
countries may naturally modify the re- 
sult foreseen from the war. But even 
at the last extremity, I tell you sincere- 
ly, I do not believe in a crushing vic- 
tory of the allies. The adversaries wil] 
exterminate one another, and go to the 
last man and the last cent, and yet it 
will be impossible to finish us by a war 
of conquest. Whéther people like it or 
not, we are a great country which 
claims its rank among the great Powers 
of Europe. Moreover, can we live for- 
ever in the miserable condition in which 
we are and which England has impose4 
upon us?’’

The Milk Drivers’ Strike. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

As a locked out union milk driver who has 
been employed for a number of years by one of 
the dairies now having trouble with their drivers, 
permit me to state a few facts as I observe them 
and which I believe to be fair both to employers 
and employes. 

While it is true that a few routes at each of 
the dairies involved pay as little as $60 to $62 
per month, the majority of routes pay more than 
thic amount. 

After a man is placed on a wagon his earnings 

aré based entirely on his own ability to hold the 
trade he already has and to increuse his sales by 
watching for newcomers on his route and by be- 
ing attentive to the ones he already has. A man 
who shows an interest in his route is always rea- 
sonably sure of being advanced to better paying 
routes as opportunity presents itself, as the small- 
or routes are always given to the newcomers, 
which is the way it should be. 
' As regards the lockaut, the employers knew 
that it was our intention (if let have our own 
way entirely) to whip one dairy into line at a 
time, as was done last January. They only beat 
us at our own game, and the majority of the 
boys are not sports enough to admit that we had 
one slipped over on us. 

With reference to hours, I know for a fact that 
there is not a single route at anv of the dairies 
that cannot be completely served in nine hours: 
that is, including everything, delivery, collecting 
and soliciting. 

“Milkman,” in his letter to you published Aug. 
14, does not state facts when he says we work 
frdm 12 a. m. to 3 or 4 p. m. The boys report 
anywhere from 1:30 a. m. to 4:30 a. m. in summer 
and from 4:30 to 6 a. m. in winter, and in adci- 
tion are compelled by our own union rules to be 
entirely through our day’s work and off the 
streets by 10 a. m. on Thursdays end Sundays or 
submit to being fined. A great many drivers do 
str, out on their routes from 10 to 12 hours 
daily, because they kill time by talking to other 
drivers and customers and lose time in other 
ways. j 

“Justice,” in his letter to you oublished Aug. 165, 
says drivers pay for broken and iost bottles. In 
over 12 years’ service I have never been charged 
up with a single bottle and never knew of any 
driver paying for his bottle shortage. We do 
have @® pay when customers move owing us 
money, but only when we have used very poor 
judgment or have given credit after being told 
not to do so.

The Gomme and Verdun operations are atill to 
be decided, yet Verdun was to fall in October, 
1916, in November, in February, 1916, surely in 
March, positively in May! 
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| THE STATE PLATFORMS. 

The new Governor of:Missouri and all members 
of the Missouri Legislature will go to Jefferson 
City next January pledged toa workingman’s com- 
pensation law, the budget system and, most im- 
portant of all, a convention for the revision of 
the Constitution. 

The plank of the Republican State platform is 
the more definite as to the budget system. In the 
absence, however, of constitutional provisions on 
the subject, the Democratic plan of advance esti- 
mates on revenue and expenditures would have 
just as much binding force. 

The buncombe of platform rhetoric has perhaps 
never had a finer illustration than in some of the 
insincere claims of the Democratic set of formu- 
lated political views and principles. It ,“unre- 
servedly indorses the wise, efficient and capable 
administration” of one of the cheapest and nasti- 
est outfits of statehouse ringsters that ever 
handicapped progress in Missouri or any other 
State. 

Particular party 
claimed because under an automatic law of many 
years’ standing the funds for public education have 
shown a slight increase, so that now they total 
about one-third of what a State of Missouri's 
wealth and population ought to devote to this 
paramoun?t purpose. 

How a political crime may be changed by plat- 
form buncombe into a political virtue is shown by 
the reference to the porch-climbing invasion of the 
school fund. This disgraceful plot is euphemis- 
tically termed a move to have “the apportionment 
of school funds forever settled by a decision of the 
Supreme Court” and is specifically indorsed. 
This act of political bankruptcy was committed 
in secret. The public did not find it out for sev- 
eral weeks. A court test was refused for several 
more weeks by the ringsters in control of the ma- 
chinery of the State Government and was only 
resorted to as a means of efcape from an uprising 
of universal indignation. To point with pride to 
so heavy a record of party liabilities is self-stultti- 
fication. It is not a very comfortable platform for 
the new ticket to run on. | 
The diction of the Republican platform is un- 
fortunate in references to the delinquencies of the 
current administration. It is reminiscent of the 
conventional phrases in which everything done by 
the opposition ic viewed with alarm. But it hap- 
pens in this case that irrefutable reasons for view- 
ing with alarm exist. 

Undeniable attractiveness is lent the Republican 
platform by its savage condemnation of nepotism 
and of barbarities at the State prison and its 
pledge of home rule and of the introduction of the 


merit principle into Missouri's entire civil service.

AWEWARD FOR MR. PAINTER. 
A frantic Lake Superior mob, having over- 
powered the officers and obtained the prisoners, 
found themselves helpless to continue the lynch- 
ing because of the total lack of rope for miles 
around. Lieutenant-Governor Painter’s ripper 
onslaught on the St. Louis Police Department 
had to come to a halt because accessories neces- 
sary to the ripping cannot be found.

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MUST THE BABIES SUFFER? 
During this, one of the hottest summers St. 
Louis ever experienced, the babies in the tene- 
ments have been kept from suffering and death 
through the ministrations of:the Pure Milk and 
Free Ice Fund, now almost wholly sustained by 
the activities of the boys and girls of the Post- 
Dispatch Pure Milk and Free Ice League. 
PThis.has cost about $1000 a month. Owing to 
the increase in number of families needing pure 
milk for babies and ice to keep it fresh, the ice 
bill alone runs over $600 a month. 
It is no longer necessary, nor possible, to print, 
as in years when the Pure Milk Fund was started, 
appealing pictures of babies suffering for want of 
the right kind of food. The Fund has been instru- 
mental in preventing the starvation and death of 
hundreds of babies, in the years since it was be- 
gun. 
Just now, however, the Babies’ Life Saving 
Fund, as it might be called, is over $200 behind 
what it was this time last year. Is it possible 
that the charitably inclined public has come to be- 
lieve there is less need, becanse it is not brought 
to their attention in the shape of pictures? There 
is more need. 
Who will help to keep the babies from suffer- 
ing? 
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Mr. Hughes is criticised for an excess of I’s. 
He is, however, merely contracting another habit 
of the Colonel's. 
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DEWEY ON THE NAVY. 

Every American should read what Admira 
Dewey has to say about the American navy, in 
the interview in Wednesday’. Post-Dispatch. It is 
informing; it is reassuring. 

No other man in the United States is in a 
position to speak with such authority, such cer- 
tainty and such knowledge of the facts as Dewey, 
now and since 1900 president of the General 
Board of the Naval War College. He has been 
in the American navy since 1861 and has passed 
through two wars. As head of the General 
Naval Board, all plans for naval changes and 
improvements pass through his hands. 
Admiral Dewey emphatically denies the par- 
tisan accusation that Secretary Daniels has de- 
moralized the navy. He strongly commends 
Daniels’ administration, and agserts that it has 
resulted in an improvement in enlistment, in 
diecipline, in strength and equipment of ships, 
and in gunnery. 
He shows that the Senate naval bill, recently 
passed, will make the American navy the second 
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in the world in strength and in modern propor 


| tion of the various types of vessels. And his 
reasons why it should be brought up to this 
standard, in spite of the cost, should satisfy 
those who have been inclined to protest and to 
look upon the move for naval preparedness as 
unnecessary. 

Summing up, Admiral Dewey says: 

I want the people of the United States to 
know that it is all right with the navy. There 
is no demoralization, no lack of discipline, 
no absence of enthusiasm. The navy has never 
failed America. It will not fail. 
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MUNICIPAL MILE DELIVERIES. 
Under the charter, the city of St. Louis has the 


}power to “construct, own, operate, and maintain 
| * * * public utilities * * * OR ANY OTHER 
UTILITY OF SERVICE TO THE CITY, ITS IN- 
 HABITANTS, OR ANY PART THEREOF.” 

To utilize this power in relief of the irksome in- 
conveniences and deprivations of a long-continued 
milk strike might become a city duty. 

But whether or not this extreme step is, forced 
upon us, no question exists as to one duty: That 
is the duty of the city, through its police force, 
to maintain order, prevent violence and afford all 


needed protection. 
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With the rising tide of taxation the necessity 
of municipal economy is urgent.

MATHEMATICS IN STRIKE SETTLEMENT. 

The mathematical ability of which Mr. Wilson, 
in approaching the problem of a railroad settle- 
ment, made an astonishing exhibit for a professor 
of political economy, is worthy of examination. 

The theorem for reconciling the irreconcilable 
when the deadlock becomes hopeless seems to 
be to employ the processes of division. Under 
all circumstances the processes of multiplication 
are to be rejected. 

He first obtained a division of the question. He 
separated the terms of the problem until the eight- 
hour day was isolated from all other terms. Then 
he centered attention on the eight-hour day until 
the subsidiary and incidental conditiens and in- 
tegers and digits were subordinated. 

The next step was to apply division to the cppo- 
sition. With that accomplished and analysis, iso- 
lation and subordination again applied to the 
separated parts, the solution will almost be in 
sight. The eliminated factors will still remain to 
be dealt with, but these ought easily to be brought 
within the theorem. 

It is not exactly the Cartesian, but Mr. Wilson 
has forgotten neither his calculus and his ana- 
lytical co-ordinates nor the trick examples in the 
back part of the high school arithmetic. If suc- 
cessful, he might try. his theorem on the problem 
of the irremovable obstacle and the irresistible 
force. 
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BULL MOOSE ON THE HOOF.

EDUCATION IN BELLEVILLE. 
Belleville is facing a crisis. Twice has a circus 
man come to town and twice have the city fa- 
thers turned him down. He is coming again. If 
he is made welcome, he will bring along his show 
end all will be well in Belleville. If he is spurned, 
he will shake the dust of that city from his feet 
and the circus will not pitch its tents in Belleville’s 
midst. 

The trouble is, Belleville wants a $100 license fee 
and wants the circus people to find and rent their 
own site. The circus man says he never pays a li- 
cense and he expects a site to be donated. He ex- 
plains that the circus brings people to town and, 
besides, it is an educational institution. 

This last consideration moves a Belleville ed- 
itor to suggest that the circus and the Township 
High School join hgnds in educational endeavor. 
The High School Board, he thinks, should tender 
the campus to the circus. “The circus is an edu- 
cational institution as well as the high school,” 
he says, “and the dignity of this school nor its 
usefulness would be in any way affected by hav- 
ing the circus on its campus.” 

Belleville awaits the next visit of the circus 
man with bated breath. Will the city fathers 
and the High School] Board see their duty, or will 
Belleville miss this stupendous educational op- 
portunity ? 
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PHILANTHROPY WITHOUT WASTE. 

In the last week in July President Poin¢are re- 
ceived in special audience at his palace on the 
Champs Elysees Mr. William G. Sharp, United 
States Ambassador, asking him to transmit to the 
United States the French nation’s thanks for all 
America has done for that country and especially 
tc convey to the children of Amerita the acknowl- 
edgment of the $7,000,000 received from them for 
the French orphans. 
President Poincare said that the friendship be- 
tween the two nations was forever cemented by 
this splendid gift from the little ones. 
Mr. Sharp replied that he had never seen so 
thorough an arrangement for distribution as that 
which had resulted in all money contributed reach- 
ing the right spot, and without wastage. Every 
cent given by the American children had reached 
some French orphan; and there was no overhead 
expense taken out of the contributed fund. A re- 
sult in striking contrast with much philanthropic 
work here at home. 
The President incidentally mentioned the lb- 
eral help rendered by America in the matter of 
hospitals, in the field as well as behind the lines, 
and the volunteer nurses and physicians that had 
given their lives to help the wounded and sick. 
He especially also referred to the Foreign Le- 
gion, made up of all Americans, and praised their 
stalwart bravery in Thiamont Woods and at Vaux 
fort, both of which positions would have been ir- 
retrievably lost without “the stanch pluck of the 
American boys.” 

A wild applause greeted the speaker's words 


when he referred to “American boys,” who seem to

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MR. ANTWINE ON HELPING THE FARMER. 


é¢ HE President’s summary of what his ad- 
ministration has done for farmers is very 
interesting,’’ Mr. Antwine said. | 
‘‘Farmers are to be able to borrow money on their 
farms for long periods of time at low interest. They 
are to have co-operation between the Government 
and the states in farm extension work, Two experts 
are to be provided in every county in the United 
States for the purpose of educating the farmers in 
the use of their land. The grading of grain is to 
be less haphazard, cotton futures have been placed 
under supervision, Federal aid has been extended to 
roadmaking, markets and transportation for crops 
have been taken under the Government’s wing, and 
the farmer is to be able to negotitiate warehouse 
receipts exactly as the men who have bought the 
grain on a low market and held it for a high one 
have been able to do. In brief, the Government is 
diminishing those things in which the farmer is 
swindled, and increasing those things by whch he 
is made independent and happy. 

‘‘I am afraid, however, that farming will never 
be what it should be until the Government exer- 
cises what may be termed a purely paternal influ- 
ence over that great industry. When it provides 
a penalty for laziness, and punishes a farmer for 
the neglect of his livestock and his machinery, it 
will bridge the chasm between farming and what 
is more technically known as business. We say 
farming is business, but we know it isn’t. If a 
government inspector could come along and arrest 
me for not plowing my corn when it needs plowing, 
for leaving my mowing machine out in the weather 
when it should be indoors, and for feeding my hogs 
on corn when I could double my profit in them by 
feeding alfalfa—if the Government did that, farm- 
ing would be business, really and truly, and farmers 
would wear rings on their fingers and bells on their 
toes.’’

Speculation was professional 
early trading on the Merchants’ 
change today, with the _ price 
slightly above, then fractionally below 
vesterday’s close. Market news Was 
mostly bullish, but buying apparently. 
at this level, has exhausted itself. Corn 
was fractionally higher on dry weather 
and adverse crop reports. 

The Liverpool cable said: ‘““The wheat 
market at the immediate opening was 
very firm, as influenced by light arri- 
vals and dearer export offers. Spot 
wheat and corn were unchanged to ld 
up. Cargo market was very firm. There 
was a .good demand from the United 
Kingdom and the Continent is absorbing 
freely, with liberal purchases reported 
in America yesterday. Australian and 
Indians still are above a parity and Ar- 
gentine holders are strong. Canadian 
advices continue unfavorable and private 
advices report that harvesting in the 
United States reveals very light quality. 
General undertone firm. Corn firm, with 
dearer export offers and expectations of 
light Argentine shipments this week. 
American advices are unfavorable. Ar- 
gentine estimates of wheat are 800,000 
bu: corn, 2,560,000 bu.”’ 

September wheat opened ‘ec lower, at 
$1.48%, sold at $1.48%. then up to $1.49%4 
bid, with a reaction to $1.48%. December 
started ‘sc down, at $1.52%, sold at $1.52, 
rallied to $1.538%, then lost to $1.52. 

December corn opened “ce lower, at 
73%c, then gained to 74%c. September 
oats were \c higher, at 44%c bid. 

Clearances of wheat were 1,075,000 bu; 
flour, 26,000 barrels; wheat and flour 
1,192,000 bu: corn, 372,000 bu; oats, 335,000 
bu. 

The Kansas crop report says 8 per 
cent of the wheat is threshed; in farm- 
ers’ hands, 60 per cent. No estimate on 
the vield. Corn crop prospect, 50,000,000 
bu, or less than 8S bu per acre. 

Broomhall cables: 

“France—Weather better, but crops, 
as harvesting progresses, show lowered 
vield and reduced quality. Import ar- 
rivals moderate and meet ready absorp- 
tion. Oats better.

COTTON SHOWS STRENGTH 
IN NEW YORK TRADING 


NEW YORK, Aug. 24.-—-The cotton market 
showed renew.d strength and activity at 
the opening this morning. The weather map 
failed to show any further precipitation of 
consequence in the Southwest. while Liver- 
pool cables indicated that the trade abroad 
did not consider the rains of yesterday suffi- 
cient and the opening here was firm at an 
advance of 6 to 10 points. 

After a little trregularity right after the 
call, prices. worked higher. with October seil- 
ing sto 15.08c, Dec. to 15.15¢ and Jan. to 
17.17¢. or 16 to 18 porta net higher before 
the end of the first hour. 

Hieavy realizing sales were absorbed on 
reaction of & or 10 points and the market 
developed renewed strength during the mid- 
die of the day on a further broadening of 
outside demand and covering by early sell- 
ers.
